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Comrie and River Earn. Few villages in Great 
Britain can compare with Comrie for beauty of 
situation. Comrie derives its name from two 
Gaelic words, “ Comb ” and “ Ruidh ” which mean 
the meeting of the waters. The River Earn re¬ 
ceives, opposite the slopes of the ancient church¬ 
yard, the waters of the Ruchil, and a little farther 
east the united stream is reinforced by the Led- 
nock. From the Dalginross Bridge the views 
towards the grand peaks of the Aberuchill Hills 
on the one hand and down the broad strath to the 
Knock and Tom-na-Chaistel are ever new ana 
fascinating. 
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
